that a tariff reduction on knit under- 
wear would force them to cut wages to 
meet foreign competition. 

The industry in the United States is 
in @ prosperous condition and wages 
have been increased, the report de- 
clares. Dwindling import figures are of- 
fered to reflect the situation regarding 
foreign competition, while exports are 
shown to have dou 
six years. 

The knit goods study was made by 
the department’® bureau of foreign and 
dom c commerce. It was one of a 
series of inquiries into the clothing in- 
dustry in the United States, and cov- 
ered every phase of knit goods manu- 
facture and marketing. 

Profits on capital in the 63 establish- 
ments from whitch data was obtained 
averaged, the report says, nearly 9 per 
cent. Twenty-eight factories earned 
more than 10 per cent, while eight re- 
ported losses. Highest profits were 
found in the southeast. Biame for low 
earning capacity of some mills is put 
on poor shop management, poor sell- 
ing methods, lack of capital, antiquated 
machinery and poor credits. 

The report says manufacturers tried 
to have the old tariff on knit goods of 
about 60 per cent increased to 80 in 
1908, claiming that unless highly pro- 
tected they could not hold their own 
against Buropean competition. The in- 
crease was denied and:in 1918 the Un- 
derwood law reduced the tariff to 30 
per cent. Production, the report de- 
clares, has greatly increased since and 
manufacturing capacity has continued 
to grow. 

The manufacturers’ estimate at that 
time of their labor cost is said to have 
been too hic, Instead of 665 to 76 per 
cent of the total cost of production, 
labor’s part is put at nearer 26. 

The decline in imports of knit goods 
is noted since 1909, when they ere 
less than 1 per cent of the AmePican 
production. Today, according to the 
report, they are less than one-half of 
1 per. cent.

Lord Burnham Passes; 
He Was the Proprietor 
Of London Telegraph 


London, January 9.—Lord Burnham 
died today after an illness of more 
than a month. He was 83 years old. 

Lord Burnham was the proprietor of 
The Daily Telegraph, and ‘he was the 
last of the old school of London news- 
paper owners. Through his working 
years, from young manhood to an older 
age than most men remain in harness, 
he controlled the business affairs and 
the editorial policies of that paper. He 
made it one of the greatest properties 
among newspapers, well as a great 
paper from the news standpoint. Born 
Edward Levy, on December 28, 1833, 


J. M. Levy, he assumed, in 1876, \the 
surname of his uncle, Lionel Lawson, 
and was Bdward Levy-Laweon. On 
October 13, 1892, he was created a bar- 
onet, and on July 31, 1903, he was raised 
to the. peerage of Baron Burnham. His 
title was taken from the hundred of 
Burnham, Bucks, which contains most 
of the Hall Barn estate which was his 
country seat.

A WORLD-POET’S BIRTHDAY. 

Rudyard Kipling passed his fiftieth 
birthday “quietly”—according to the London 
papers. There was a flourish of trumpets 
everywhere, but he understood what that 
was for: Mr. Tommy Atkins was making 
ready to be off to the war front, and the 
raw recruits were assembling to “sign up” 
for life or death for England. 

But the England of his song remembered 
him with grateful messages of love and 
honor, and the unkind critics of his later 
work were not in evidence. In the British 
press even war news made room for the 
people’s appreciation of the singer of a 
Man's song for England. 

Different conditions prevail now as com- 
pared with those of Kipling’s Barrack Room 
Ballad days, when he “heard the East 
a-callin’.” The East is calling now, but in 
thunder tones that shake all England. He 
cannot sing of it as of old: So loud ond. 
deep is the thunder-call, song cannot an- 
swer it. It is not the time for singing. . 

The poet of the widest world-appeal is 
no longer the dreamer, but the doer of 
deeds—the worker, wherever work is to be 
done—for the very life of England. 

There may be time for songs and dreams 
when peace comes to his country; the guns 
sing now; and before their awful music all 
is silent save the throbbing heart of the 
nation that awaits “the triumph or the 
tomb.”

His text was Deuter- 
onomy 34:5—"So Moses the servant of the 
Lord died there in the land of Moab, accord- 
ing the word of the Lord.” 

eré is no figure in history so colossal 
as that of the Jewish lawgiver. His abilities 
were panoramic. And there is no event in 
history so touching as his death, Poet, painter 
and preacher Havé found in that pathetic 
scene a subject worthy of their nobtest 
powers. 

‘Moses is often represented as is type of 
Christ. I want to show that in his death he 
is a type of the human race. ‘ 

“Moses died alone. ‘So Moses the servant 
of the Lord died there in the land of Moab, 
So do we 
all; we all die alone. How dramatic the 
scene of his death! See the great emanci- 
pator treading the craggy steep of Méunt 
Nebo. Far on the plains of Moab stretch the | 
myriads who owe to him freedom from the 
tyrant’s lash, gazing after his diminishing 
figure in awestruck silence. For a single mo- 
ment they seem to see the hoary leader pause 
and look back upon the breathless host. 
Then the vapors sweep between, and on that 
silent summit, in the strange death scene that 
followed, no mortal eyes were witnesses. He 
died alone. Pathetic! Pathetic! With us it 
is different, yet the same. We die alone, 
all of us.. ‘The last act is = tragedy,’ 
says Paschal, ‘we die alone.’

MORE WHEAT IS SOWN 
IN SOUTHERN STATES 


Washington, January §.— Referring 
today to the report of the United States 
| department of agriculture on the acre- 
age sown to winter wheat this fall, 
Fairfax Harrison, president of the 
Southern Railway company, said: 

“This. report interesting chiefly 
because it shows a continuing tendency 
to diversified agriculture in the south. 
As compared with last year, the states 
of Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama and 
Mississippi all show increased areas 
sown to wheat. In South Carolina the 
area is the same as last year. These 
states, as a whole, show an aggregate 
| increase over last year of 141,000 acres, 
or 2.92 per cent, while the states out- 
side of the south show a net decrease 
of 4,907,000 acres, of 13.19 per cent. 
While the acreage sown is a slender 
basis on which to base an estimate of 
the final yield, so far as it goes it is 
favorable to the south as indicating a 
‘larger yield in our section at a time
